.3 14059-  for the San Diego River Park Foundation; and

WHEREAS, the Planning Department has determined that the Projects are categorically

exempt from CEQA pursuant to CEQA Guidelines sections 15301 (Existing Facilities) and

15323 (Normal Operations of Facilities for Public Gathering), and that no exceptions to the

exemption, as set forth in CEQA Guidelines section 15300.2, apply to the Projects; and

WHEREAS, the Council of the City of San Diego (Council) has considered the potential

environmental effect of the Projects; and

WHEREAS, the Council held a duly noticed public meeting and considered the written

record for the Projects as well as public comment; and

WHEREAS, the Council, using its independent judgment, has determined that the

Projects are categorically exempt from CEQA, pursuant to CEQA Guidelines section 15301

(Existing Facilities) which allows for the operation, repair, maintenance, permitting, leasing,

licensing, or minor alternations of existing public or private structures or facilities involving

negligible or no expansion of existing or former uses and CEQA Guidelines section 15323

(Normal Operations of Facilities for Public Gatherings) which exempts the normal operations of

existing facilities for public gatherings for the facilities were designed, where there is a past

history of the facility being used for the same or similar kind of purpose; NOW, THEREFORE,
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(R-2022-426)

BE IT RESOLVED, that the Council of the City of San Diego determines that the

Projects are categorically exempt from CEQA pursuant to CEQA Guidelines section 15301 and

section 15323, and that an exception to the exemption as set forth in CEQA Guidelines section

15300.2 does not apply.
